Hello all Heavy Metal enthusiasts: 


Jut got back to Boston after a quick emergency trip to Montreal. Lucky we 
didn't have any major snowstorms! I am catching up on my BA reading which 
has become a highlight of my day for over two years, thanks to a bunch of 
pretty neat and unselfish guys and gals. I think its pretty <<cool>> to 

use the latest networking technology to discuss theory and equipment that is 
older than the majority of most of us here! 


Fortunately I saved everything I ever received and in December I started 
editing down the bulk. TI have an old NEC UltraLite notebook (cira 1987) 

with 2MB of storage and a 2400 Baud internal modem so it is a very suitable 
machine for this purpose. I take the UltraLite everywhere I go and when I 
find myself having to wait for something I just whip it out and edit a few 
more digests. The work progressed nicely and I decided to make it my 

1995 Holidays Project to accomplish this task. Thanks to a friend I was able 
to get the BA-List posts right back to the beginning of 1993. 


The list was begun on August 13th 1992 by Jim Lockwood as a result of what

Now I do the edit as I read the daily digests, so once the back issues are 
finished it won't take that much time every day to keep current. 


This has been (and still is) a big undertaking. However the end result will 
be worth it. 


I hadn't planned to mention this on the List just yet - because I cannot 
deal with many requests for copies at this time because it is nowhere near 
finished and I will not release any copies until I am satisfied that it is 
ready. However I do mention it now because I see a change coming to the 
Boatanchors-List due to it becoming a "pay-to-play" affair. 


First of all I am not against recipients of the list covering the costs 
to run it and I do not see anything wrong if people actually profit from 
it. Jack and Phil have put in a lot of time, money, expertise, love and 
care into this thing so we can enjoy each other's company every day. I 
am not a unix whiz or anything, but I'm sure that there are a lot of 
unknown hassles and glitches causing much hair pulling and cursing before 
they are resolved. This time eats up time that could be spent lovingly 
aligning a classic receiver or neutralizing a final amplifier or just 
operating the stuff. We all should be ever grateful for the time and 
effort taken here for our benefit and it is churlish and unreasonable to 
expect them to pay for it as well. Consequently I have no objection to 


paying a share of this. 
However, here is my concern - the quality of the list! 


It is my opinion that <<no one>> should be excluded from the list due to 
his or her inability to pay. $12.00 may not seem like a great deal of 

$$$ to most of us (as one pointed out - the cost of a case of beer) but 
there are some people who would miss the $12.00. This especially is valid 
for retirees living on fixed income. Since we dwell on and celebrate the 
past, we should take this into consideration. As more and more people 

gain access to e-mail, it is reasonable to expect that we will be attracting 
more interesting people to the List and I would hate to see fee policies 
initiated that may exclude their knowledge. In addition, this trend may 
continue with other lists and if it does, it will force decisions on which 
lists to continue and which to terminate. Also, what about people from 
outside the U.S.? I love the interational flavour he have here and 

I feel that we will lose this aspect of Boatanchors. 


My main concern is with quality posts from knowlegeble people - without 
which this, or any list for that matter is worthless. It is in our best 
interests to make sure that anyone who may have something to contribute 
in the way of wisdom and counsel has the ability to do so. 


Here is my suggestion: Everyone should be able to post to Boatanchors 
provided they are within certain guidelines regarding commercialism. Non- 
paying posters should only be allowed to post a few personal FOR SALE items. 
Access to archives at no charge to ftp current digests after which time 
digests would be accessibly only by paying subscribers. Boatanchors-List 

by e-mail messages should cost $$$. This is like getting ELECTRIC RADIO 

by First Class Mail. Second-Class E-R equivilent would be the BA-DIGEST 
for less $$$$$. Both e-mail and digests should also include ftp privileges 
for BA-files and back issues of digests. I suggest that $12.00 for E-mail 
and $6.00 for digests, no charge for posting or retrieving current digests 
might work for just about everything. I don't see how this could complicate 
things for Jack/Phil; after all, weren't computers originally used for 
billing and accounting? 


In other words - you don't have to pay for Boatanchors - you are paying 
for service, with two levels of service and cost. 


I do not subscribe to many magazines - I read them across the road at the 
Library. I only subscribe it I want to keep them. Yet I have access to 
them. It should be the same thing with the Boatanchors-List!

>From the several books that I have read, including EofA, I must come to the 
conclusion 

that Armstrong was the inventor of "Regeneration", the basis of the regenerative 
detector and the RF oscillator. Lee DeForest stumbled onto the effect of 
oscillation whilst engaged in 

designing telephone amplifiers, and to him it was a troublesome effect to be 
suppressed. 

Others before him also observed the "feedback" effect in telephone circuits but 
didn't do anything "useful" with the effect. Just as Edison didn't do anything 
useful with the 


"Edison effect". Fleming went on to investugate that further. 
DeForest invented the Triode vacuum tube, this is not disputed, but he did not 
theoretically 


understand what he had invented. Howard Armstrong sorted out how and why the 
"Audion" worked. This was confirmed by his peers in engineering societies. 
Even after DeForest 
‘won his case' in court, the engineering societies still stood by Armstrong. 
Having been 
technically involved in radio for almost 50 years, it is easy for me to see how 
lawyers could 
convince the courts that DeForest invented regeneration. It would require the 
judges 
to undergo at least several weeks of "radio theory" courses before they could 
begin to 
understand what they were judging. 

I must hasten to add that although others assisted Armstrong in his 
endeavors, 
it was he who put this knowledge to practice. Having all the components and 
parts and diagrams for, say a superhetrodyne receiver having 10 tubes, does not 
mean one has the receiver. You have to take this material and information and 


build this 10 tube receiver in 
order to truly make the claim you "have a 10 tube superhet receiver". 

Such, to an extent, was the plight of Edwin Howard Armstrong. He had 
some of the "components" and he put them together to make the "whole" of 
regeneration! Lee DeForest seemed to spend too much time thinking about what 
glory inventing the "audion" would 
bring him later. 

I would say that the Stealth bomber was the result of Bill Northrop's 
ideas. 

No, he didn't build it, but it was based on his earlier experimental flying wing 
designs. 

Maybe you could say that he was the inventor of the first practical flying wing 
airplane? 

[Just to make a rough comparison.] Igor Sikorsky may have not "invented" the 
helicopter 

had it not been for Cierva's autogyros and his rotor head innovations. I still 
contend that 

"invention" is the execution of an "idea" in the inventor's mind using whatever 
the 

‘inventor' has on hand to complete the job. 

Many, many people contributed to "radio" as we know it today. Out of all 
the cast of early characters, Armstrong, Fendessen, Pupin, Tesla and others have 
been almost forgotten. 

No doubt Hertz himself would have contributed more, had he lived longer. 

When 'radio' is mentioned, the names that seem to always come up are 
Marconi and DeForest.

Greetings fellow "glow-in-the-darkians": 


As I was restoring my Ranger II yesterday, I paused for a moment to think 
how many products, organizations, and whatever uses the word "Ranger." 
And, how does it apply to that beloved box from Waseca? Apparently, the 
word "Ranger" (in my historical prospective) came from a term from the 
first frontiersmen that were in North America prior to the U.S. being 
formed. Back then, the Indian threat to the settlements was constant and 

a new breed of footsoldier had to come into being. In order to match the 
wits of the enemy, the New World militiamen had to adopt tactics radically 
different from their European counterparts. No longer were battle lines 
and marching were the order of battle. Instead, these guys had to depend 
on stealth, strength, endurance, and woodsmanship in order to match the 
threat. And, on missions against the enemy, these soldiers had to go great 


distances. Logs of operations by these frontiersmen use to cite the 
distance they had to go. Entries such as "this day ranged nine miles" 
garnered them the term "Ranger." In fact, todays U.S. Army Rangers trace 
there direct lineage from these frontier soldiers. The tactics and 
doctrine that today's Rangers utilize are not too different from the 
original Major John Rodger's Rangers of the pre-colonial days. So, 
whenever you hop into your Ford Ranger, speak to a forest ranger, see 
the Texas Rangers play baseball, or any other thing that utilizes the 
term "Ranger", thank those early frontiersmen for the term.

I really think 
boatanchor hoisting should be an Olympic event... Whew. The best 
estimate I've got puts it closer to 150 than the advertised 100 pounds! 


Yes, this is the same SP-200 that Bernie queried the list about back in 
November. Now, I'ma little fuzzy on how to apply terms like 'mint' 
and 'perfect' to 54 year-old radios, but this one is certainly ina 
remarkable state of preservation; it mostly just wants a good cleaning. 


In fact, the front panel itself is _so_ good, that I can hardly believe 
that it's the original finish, and the lettering, all of it, is bright, 


white and complete. There are four holes for the nomenclature plate, 
but the plate itself is missing, and there's not a mark on the panel to 
indicate that there ever was one, so I'm guessing that at some point 
the panel has been professionally redone. The shade of gray is also 
darker than I would have expected, certainly darker than the RA-74-D 
power supply panel, or my R-390A, or the RBC-5 I once had. It's nearly 
the same as an S-line front panel... Very suspicious, but very nice. 


A) Can anyone verify that a BC-779 front panel _shouldn't_ be that dark? 


I pulled the bottom panel, and it has spotless, riveted-on schematic and 
component layout diagrams, labeled BC-779B. That would seem to provide 
the only remaining identification on the unit. The black tube layout 
diagrams on the top of the chassis are also spotless, and most of the 
tubes are still JAN metal types. I did notice one Silvertone. ;-) 


B) Can anyone verify that BC-779B is the correct nomenclature for the 
LF (100-200kc, 200-400 kc, etc. to 20 Mc) version of this receiver? 


This unit differs from the BC-779B pictured in Moore (1st ed.) in 
having bright chrome rack handles. There are also some 8 holes in 

the front panel which in Moore seem to show screw-heads, perhaps for 
mounting an internal shield or a cabinet. The holes in mine are empty, 
and look like they've always been. 


C) Can anyone tell me what these extra front panel holes are for? 


This unit also has a 1/2" hole in the rear of the chassis, and several 
asymmetrically placed smaller holes. Somebody may have been thinking 
about an SO-239, but there is no connector and no additional wiring, 
and these look about as old as the rest of the chassis. 


D) Is a BC-779B supposed to have these extra, unused holes? What for? 


So far as I can tell from a quick inspection, there has been _no_ 
systematic restoration of this unit. All the caps appear original 

or at least period, and there are no more modern components in sight 
anywhere. There is little discoloration of the top chassis, all 

the switches and pots work perfectly, and on at least the upper bands 
even the frequency calibration is excellent. Radio Havana popped 

up right on 6.00 Mc with enough audio to rattle the windows! The 
xtal selectivity, phasing and bandwidth controls work as designed, 
and with the Beat Osc. turned on, was capable of picking a minimal 
40m CW signal completely out of the mud, and with manual gain control 


even did a credible job on 75m SSB. The limiter worked well enough 
on LF to uncover the local DIW beacon. I'm amazed, and impressed. 


Connections from the RA-74-D supply are soldered (not very neatly) 
to a kind of terminal strip, which has a row of spade lugs which are 
screwed down en masse on the matching terminal strip of the BC-779. 
Very nice, but I'll be cleaning it up and hiding the bare connections 


before my cat finds them... The transformer is the biggest I've _ever_ 
seen in a receiver, and there are a dozen big cans beside it and an 
almost-as-impressive choke. Bernie called it 'gigundous'. I agree! 


The rig's not quite perfect, though, and if somebody's got a junker lying 
about, I would appreciate a hand finding some of the fiddly bits: 


1) The Send/Receive knob on this one looks like somebody took a bite out 
of it, so I'd very much like to replace it. 


2) The Bandspread dial escutcheon is missing one of the black mounting 
screws/nuts. I _really_ want to replace this. 


3) The Main Tuning dial escutcheon has several medium-large scrapes. If 


there's one to be had without the scrapes, that would be great, otherwise 


I'll need to repaint this one. 


4) There's a small crack/chip in the S-meter glass, and the dial is 
somewhat yellowed with age. I'd consider paying real money for a 
proper replacement meter, or just the face. The yellow dial is 
actually kinda pretty. As a last resort, I'll have a dial glass 
cut for it at the local glazier. 


5) There's a small chip out of the Bandspread dial edge which causes 
the dial, which is a little warped besides, to jump out of the V 
groove of the drive wheel if you tune below 5 or so. A replacement, 
or advice on how to fix it properly, would be most welcome. 


6) I'd like to add the nomenclature plate, if somebody's got a loose one. 


I do have one question regarding the correct performance of the manual 
Sensitivity control. The bigger SWBC stations peg the meter when AVC 
is turned on, and manual operation seems to work fine, but I notice 
that even with the Sensitivity control opened up all the way, there's 
considerably less gain available than when AVC is turned on. This is 
not exactly what I would expect, and I'm thinking that the AVC circuit 
may have failed (blown cap or somewhat.) 


E) Should there be a major difference in available gain between AVC On 


and Off? 


And that's about it. Over all, I'd say this old soldier has weathered 
the war(s) remarkably well, and is a credit to its builders, and to those 
who've cared for it down the years. 


The twin oval speakers are mounted on a panel which for some reason 
makes me think of old microwave racks. The speakers are nondescript, 
but the panel itself has a _beautiful_ flawless coarse black wrinkle 
finish. It's 12" high, about 9" of which flips down on piano hinges. 
The part that flips down has two large areas of 3/8" open grillwork, 
all with that lovely wrinkle finish, behind which the speakers are 
mounted, sans grillcloth. This sort of panel seems more the sort of 
thing a person might use in front of a final tube cavity or a blower 
or somesuch, and not a speaker panel at all, though it certainly works. 
If it remains a speaker panel here, it'll get a grillcloth, however. 


F) Does anybody recollect seeing such a flip-open, open-grill rack 
panel? 


Alright, I'll shut up now. Comments, answers, questions, parts and 
most anything else SuperPro are hereby invited and welcome!
